The m i n i m u m salaries provided are

TO RAISE TEACHERS’ PAY 


New Bill Eliminates All Other School 


Employes. 


A teachers’ salary bill, planned to ac­ 
complish the end sought by the Wood­ 
ruff bill, but without some of the in­ 
volved features of that measure, has 
been prepared by Representative Cat- 
lin, of McKean county. 


The Catlln «bill is distinctly a teach­ 
ers’ measure, no salary Increases for 
any one except teachers being provid­ 
ed in It, 
The Woodruff bill, as it has 
been amended, provides increases for 
school 
nurses, 
attendance 
oillcers, 
clerical assistants, janitors and engin­ 
eers. 
ratlin says his bill will cost the 
state $2,500,000 a year and the districts 
an equal amount. 


The minimum salaries provided are 
the same as those carried In the Wood­ 
ruff bill, provisional certificates, $00; 
professional, $75; normal school diplo­ 
mas, $S5. 


All teachers who are receiving the 
minimum and less than $100 a month 
would receive a straight increase of 
$20 a month to be paid by the state. 
Teachers receiving $100, but less than 
$150, would receive an increase of 
820 a month, half to be paid by the 
state and half by the district. Teach­ 
ers receiving more than $150, but less 
than $200, would receive an increase 
of $15 a month, half to be paid by the 
state and half by the district. 
No 
provision is made for salary increases 
for teachers receiving more than $200 
a month, Representative Catlln hold­ 
ing that such instructors should obtain 
their increases from the local districts 
on merit. 


In addition to the minimum salary 
provision carried, the Catlin bill also 
provides that all rural teachers hold­ 
ing better than a provisional certifi­ 
cate receive in addition to the increase 
provided under the minimum salary 
section, a straight increase of $10 a 
month to he paid by the state. 
Thus 
a rural teacher receiving the minimum 
salary would get an increase In case 
the certificate held was higher than 
the provisional grade. 


SESSION IN_MAY POSSIBLE 


President Expected to Call Congress 
While Remaining Abroad, 
President Wilson definitely decided 
to call a special session of congress 
probably May 12, the summons being 
sent from France, let was reported. 


It is virtually certain that the presi­ 
dent will be unable to return home 
personally to appear before the con­ 
gress with the peace treaty for ratifi­ 
cation by the senate.

Throughout every portion of the 


Western Empire lauds that are capable 
of producing are in greUt demand^ 
We find that in the States of proved 
agricultural wealth, land prices have 
increased within the past three or 
four years to a degree that ten years 
ago would not huve been thought to 
be possible. Land that sought buyers 
at §100 an acre life years ago Is 
changing hands at $200 an acre. The 
secret of this does not lie altogether 
la the higher prices of farm products, 
for the expense of production has in- 
creased proportionately. The better 
methods of farming have had a good 
deal to do with it, and the knowledge 
that demands for farm products will 
be sufficiently great for a good many 
years to come to insure a continuation 
of the high prices that prevail at 
present. Then, again, improved ma- 
chinery, the tractor and other means 
of economic power will tend to lessen 
the cost. 


Governing land values, too, are cli- 


mates, soil, moisture, settlement, rail- 
roads, markets. Without markets, no 
matter how much the other factors en- 
ter into it, the land is merely of 
speculative value. 


It is not more than a third of a

Stories of personal bravery that 
would be almost unbelievable were 
|. they riot told in official reports are 
d¡¿closed by the war department's 
records of the awards of the Dis­ 
tinguished Service Cross to mem­ 
bers of the American Expeditionary

Following are a few of the 
official reports that have been se­ 
lected by General Pershing's own 
staff as presenting most striking in­ 
stances of gallantry on the part of 
American soldiers under fire:

SAMUEL WOODFILL, 


First Lieutenant, Company M, 60th 


Infantry. 


Three acts of conspicuous daring in 
one day near Cunel. France, October 
12, 1918, won the Distinguished Serv­ 
ice Cross for Lieut. Woodfill. 
While 
he was leading his company against 
the enemy his line came under heavy 
machine gun fire, which threatened to 
hold up the advance. 
Followed by 
two soldiers at twenty-five yards, this 
officer went out ahead of his first iine 
toward 
a 
machine 
gun 
nest 
and 
worked his way around its fiank, leav­ 
ing the two soldiers in front* 
When 
he got within ten yards of the gun 
It ceased firing and four of the enemy 
appeared, three of whom were shot 
by Lieut. Woodfill. 
The fourth, an 
officer, rushed at Lieut. Woodfill. who 
attempted to club the officer with his 
rifle. 
After a hand-to-hand struggle, 
Lieut. Woodfill killed the officer with 
his pistol. 
His company thereupon 
continued to advance until shortly 
afterward another machine gun nest 
was encountered. 
Calling his men to 
follow, Lieut. Woodfill rushed ahead 
of his line in the face* of heavy fire 
from the ne-t. and when several of 
the enemy appeared above the nest 
he shot them, capturing three other 
members of.the crew and silencing the 
gun. 
A few minutes later this officer, 
for the third time, demonstrated con­ 
spicuous daring by charging another 
machine gun position, killing five men 
In 
machine gun pit with Ills rifle 
He then drew his revolver and started 
to jump into the pit when two other 
{runners only a few yards away turned 
their gun on him. 
Failing to kill them 
with his revolver, he grabbed a -pick 
lying near by and killed both of them. 
Inspired by the exceptional eourago 
displayed by this 
officer, 
his 
men 
pressed on to their objective under 
severe shell and machine 
gun 
fire.

GEORGE H. MALION, 
Captain, 132nd Infantry. 


Capt. Mallon was decorated for In­ 
trepidity beyond the call of duty in 
the Boise de Forges, France, Septem­ 
ber 20. 191S. 
Becoming 
separated 
from the balance of his company be­ 
cause of a fog. Capt. Malion, with nine 
Foldiers, pushed forward and attacked 
nine hostile machine guns, capturing 
all of them without the loss of a man. 
Continuing on through the woods, he 
led his men in attacking a battery of 
450 mm. howitzers which were In ac­ 
tion, rushing the position and captur­ 
ing the battery and its crew.

\ BEFORE VICTORS 


Foe's Servility Looked Upon as 


an Attempt to Win 


Leniencv. 


TRIES TO BE MOD FELLOW 


Attitude Is Proving Poser for States- 


men at Peace Conference—Behind 


It All Is German Campaign 


for Sympathy. 


Paris.—Germany apparently Is play- 


Ing hard to re-establish herself com- 
mercially 
with the powers against 


whom she has been warring for four 
years. 
' 


Like the bully who Is HckOJ, Ger- 


many is now trying to ingratiate her- 
self with her enemies, and her attitude 
of servility is proving a poser for the 
statesmen at the peace conference. To 
British, French and Americans alike, 
now taking up positions in her terri- 
tory, the German extends open hands, 
throws wide the doors of hospitality 
and with almost studied care sees that 
the life of the soldiers is made pleas- 
ant. 
It is proving effective propa- 


ganda. 


Woman Toasts France. 


One incident showing the peculiar 


course the Germans are pursuing is 
told by one of the French statesmen 
as follow s: 


"About six weeks after the signing 


of the armistice some French officers 
were sent to Berlin to take charge of 
the French embassy there. 
Shortly 


after their arrival a musical was given 
In one of the cafes, to which the French 
officers were imited and went. Dur- 
ing an intermission a German woman 
of consequence came over to the table 
where the Frenchmen were seated and, 
raising her glass, said: 


" 'To France.' . 
"The 
French 
officers, 
somewhat 


taken aback, replied: 


" 'We are sorry madame, but we can- 


not lisc to that toast, for it is impos- 
sible for us to reciprocate.' 


"The German woman left the table 


confused, but presently returned and 
again lifted her glass, saying: 


" 'Then may I not offer a toast to 


Paris, most beautiful city 
in the 


world?' 


"The French officers drained their 


glasses. 


"But how contemptible is such ser- 


vility I 
But it always goes with bru- 


tality," the Frenchman said. 


Another case of the effort of the 


German now to be a "good fellow" is 
shown by an incident happening to a 
doughboy in the occupied territory- 
Americans in the army of occupation 
are forbidden to fraternize with the 
Germans. 
One day, however, one of 


the men lost his way and inquired of a 
German the direction to his objective. 
The German told him. But during the 
conversation an American officer, see- 
ing the discussion, came up and placed 
the doughboy under arrest for frat- 
ernizing. 
Before the doughboy could 


explain the German rushed up and, 
addressing the officer, said : 
' 
"He was not fraternizing with me, 


sir—he had lost his way and merely 
asked me how to get back and I told 
him." 


The effect of the move on the dough- 


boy is obvious. 


There 
are 
hundreds 
of 
similar 


stories. 


What's Behind It? 


But how to meet the situation Is 


what is puzzling the peace confer- 
encers. 
Of course they regard with 


disgust this effusive effort to please 
the victorious. Behind it they see the 
German campaign for sympathy and 
adherence to the old plea of "Let by- 
gones be bygones" with commercial In- 
terests in the saddle. 


The French fear its effect most, 


knowing Germany's ability to soon re- 
establish herself 
industrially, while 


France struggles to..rebuild her rav- 
ished' plants. Hence the French on the 
one hand demand the utter destruc- 
tion of Germany and on the other Imnd 
demand Germany pay gigantic indem- 
nities. 


The American view is that "to milk 


a cow one must feed her"—if Ger- 
many is to pay, as she must pay, for 
the horror she has wrought, her indus- 
tries must start. 


It is a dilemma—and the end is not 


yet in sight.

Like the bully who is licketi, Ger­ 
many is now trying to ingratiate her­ 
self with her enemies, and her attitude 
of servility is proving a poser for the 
statesmen at the peace conference. To 
British, French and Americans alike, 
now taking up positions in her terri­ 
tory, the German extends open hands, 
throws wide the doors of hospitality 
and with almost studied care sees that 
the life of the soldiers is made pleas­ 
ant. 
It js proving effective propa­ 
ganda. 


Woman Toasts France. 


One incident showing the peculiar 
course the Germans are pursuing is 
told by one of the French statesmen 
as follows: 


“About six weeks after the signing 
of the armistice some French oilicers 
were sent to Berlin to take charge of 
the French embassy there. 
Shortly 
after their arrival a musical was given 
In one of the cafes, to which the French 
oilicers were Invited and went. 
D ur­ 
ing an intermission a German woman 
of consequence came over to the table 
wiiere the Frenchmen were seated and, 
raising her glass, said: 


“ ‘To France/

officers,

taken aback, replied: 


“ ‘We are sorry madame, but we can­ 
not rise to that toast, for it is impos­ 
sible for us to reciprocate.’ 


“The German woman left the table 
confused, but presently returned and 
again lifted her glass, saying: 


“ ‘Then may I not offer a toast to 
Paris,

“The French officers drained their 
glasses.*

But it always goes with bru­ 
tality,“ the Frenchman said.

Another case of the effort of the 
German now to be a “good fellow“ is 
shown by an incident happening to a 
doughboy in the occupied territory. 
Americans In the army of occupation 
are forbidden to fraternize with the«. 
Germans. 
One day, however, one of 
the men lost his way and Inquired of a 
German the direction to his objective. 
The German told him. But during the 
conversation an American officer, see­ 
ing the discussion, came up and placed 
the doughboy under arrest for frat­ 
ernizing. 
Before the doughboy could 
explain the German rushed up and, 
addressing the officer, s a id : 
' 
“He was not fraternizing with me, 
sir—he had lost his way and merely 
asked me how to get back and I told 
him.“

Behind It they see the 
German campaign for sympathy and 
adherence to the old plea of “Let by­ 
gones be bygones“ with commercial In­ 
terests in the saddle.

Franpe struggles to ♦.rebuild her rav­ 
ished plants. Hence the French on the 
one hand demand the utter destruc­ 
tion of Germany and on the other hand 
demand Germany pay gigantic indem­ 
nities.

Holy Thursday, or Maundy Thurs- 
day. gets its name from the niaunds 
or baskets which wen» used in distrib- 
uting alms.

Depends Altogether on Power of 
Giving Wealth. 


Th«t U Why the Fertile Acres of Wert- 
e m Canada, With Adjacent Mar. 
keti, 
Are So Attractive 
to Settlers. 


Throughout every portioa of the 
Western Empire lands that are capable 
of producing are in grcmt demand^ 
We find that In tha States of proved 
agricultural wealth, laud prices have 
increased within the past three or 
four years to a de-greo that ten years 
ago would not hiivo been thought to 
be possible. Land that sought buyers 
at $100 an acre lire years ago is 
changing hands at $200 an acre. The 
oecret of this does not lie altogether 
In the higher prices of farm products, 
Cor the expense of production has in- 
creased proportionately, 
Tlie bettor 
methods of farming have had a good 
deal to do with it, and the knowledge 
that demands for farm products will 
be sufficiently great for a good many 
years to come to insure a continuation 
of the high prices that prevail at 
present.

The 
soil may have improved in the past 
centuries with the fertilizing given it 
by 
nature; the climate has not 
changed, and the moisture may 
considered the same. These are three 
of the essentials of good land. What 
they lacked a third of a century ago 
was 
markets—a 
fourth 
essential. 
These they have now. Thus provided, 
it is not to be wondered at that these

With 
the advent of railroads, throwing their 
great trunks of steel across the con- 
tinent and over the surface of these 
boundless plains, spreading out their 
tentacles to ^remoter parts, the world 
at large has begun to realize that here 
was a country possessing all the nat- 
ural advantages claimed by older com- 
munities; that land here just as good 
or better, acre for acre, as their own 
could be had for almost the asking. 


With the realization of the fore- 
going facts came the people, who 
found that a railway had preceded 
them and markets already existed for 
anything that they might care to 
raise. 
These markets have greatly 
expanded and, are capable "of still 
greater expansion, and assure to the 
agriculturist the prevailing prices of 
the world. An assured market means 
added value to every acre of land in 
Western Canada, and the near future 
will see lands that are now selling 
at exceptionally low prices begin to 
Increase In value, just as they have in 
Eastern Canada and the "United States, 
Adver ti sem ent.

SAMUEL 
WOODFILL, 
First 
Lieutenant, Company M, 60th 


Infantry. 


Three acts of conspicuous daring In 
one day near Cunel, France, October 
12, 1918, won the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Cross for Lieut. Woodfill. 
While 
he was leading his company agiiinst 
the enemy his line came under heavy 
machine gun fire, which threatened to 
hold up the advance. 
Followed by 
two soldiers at twenty-five yards, this 
ofllcer went out ahead of his first ilne 
toward a miu^hlne gun nest and 
worked his way around its fiank, leav- 
ing the two soldiers in fronts 
When 
he got within ton yards of the gun 
it ceased firing and four of the enemy 
appeared, thre»» of whoui were shot 
by Lieut. Woodfill. 
The fourth, an 
ofiicer. rushed at Lieut. Woodfill. whi» 
attenuated to club the ofllcer with his 
rille. 
After a hand-to-hand struggle, 
Lieut, Woodfill kiUed the ofllcer with 
his pistol. 
His company 
thereupon 
ctmtinued to advaneo until ^shortly 
afterward auothm* mnchine gun nest 
was encountered. 
Calling his men to 
follow. Lieut. Woodfill rushed ahead 
of hi? line in the faci» of heavy firo 
from the ni» 'i. and when sevi^ral of 
the enemy appeared above the nost 
he s]»ot them, capturing three other 
members of.the crew and sileneing the 
gun. A few minutes later this ollicer, 
for the third time. demon^;trated eon- 
splcuous daring by chariring another 
machine gun position, killing five men 
In 'iue machine gun pit with his rifle 
He then drew his revolver and started 
to jump into the pit when two other 
gunners only a few yards away turned 
their gun on him. Failing to kill them 
with his revolver, he grabbed a -piek 
lying near by and killed botli of them.

The tax, as stated, is at the rate 
of one cent on each 25 cents or fraction 
thereof of the amount paid by the con» 
eumer and the retailer is reeponsible for 
the collection of tbe tax. 
The tax on 
soaps and soap powders are not included 
in the above lists a^ the tax of 3 per cent 
urn of the price for which sold is payable 
b j the manufacturer.

tient of medicinal preparation not adver 
tise.ci as proprietary medicines are ex 
empt.

Like the bully who Is licked. Ger- 
many Is now trying to ingratiate her- 
self with her enemieSp and her attitude 
of servility is proving a poser for the 
statosi;jon at the peace conference. To 
British, French and Americans alike, 
now taking up positions In her terri- 
tory, the German extends open hands, 
throws wide the doors of hospitality 
and with almost studied care sees that 
the life of the soldiers Is made pleas- 
ant, 
It js proving efCective propa- 
ganda. 


Woman Toasts France. 


One Incident showing the peculiar 
course the Germans are pursuing Is 
told by one of the French statesmen 
as follows: 


"About six weeks after the signing 
of the armistice some Frencli oiHcers 
were sent to Berlin to take charge of 
the French embassy there. 
Shortly 
after their arrival a musical was given 
In one of the cafes, to which the French 
officers were Invited and went. 
Dur- 
ing an Intermission a German woman 
of consequence came over to the table 
where the Frenchmen were seated and, 
raising her glass, said: 
"'To France.' 
, 


"The 
French 
officers, 
somewhat 
taken aback, replied: 


" 'We are sorry madame, but w^e can- 
not rise to that toast, for it Is impos- 
sible for us to reciprocate.' 


"The German woman left the table 
confused, but presently returned and 
again lifted her glass, saying: 


" *Thon may I not offer a toast to 
Paris, 
most 
beautiful 
city 
in 
the 
world?' 


"The Fi'ench oilicers drained 
their 
glasses.» 


"But how contemptible Is such ser- 
vility I 
But It always goes with bru- 
tality," the FrenQliman said. 


Another case of the effort of the 
German now to be a "good fellow" Is 
shown by an Incident happening to a 
doughbo^' in the occupied 
territory. 
Americans In the army of occupation 
are forbidden to fraternize with the 
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Germans. 
One day, however, one of 
the men lost his way and Inquired of a 
German the direction to his objective. 
The German told him. But during the 
conversation an American officer, see- 
ing the discussion, came up and placed 
the doughboy under arrest for frat- 
ernizing. 
Before the doughboy could 
explain the German rushed up and, 
addressing the officer, said: 


"He was not fraternizing with me, 
sir—he had lost his way and merely 
asked me how to get back and I told 
him." 


The effect of the move on the dough- 
boy is obvious. 


There 
are 
hundreds 
of 
similar 
stories. 


What'« Behind It? 


But how to meet the situation Is 
what is puzzling the peace confer- 
encers. 
Of course they regard with 
disgust this effusive effort to please 
the victorious. 
Behind it they see the 
German campaign for syippathy and 
adherence to the old plea of "Let by- 
gones be bygones" with commercial In- 
terests In the saddle. 


The French 
fear its effect most, 
knowing Germany's ability to soon re- 
establish 
herself 
Industrially, 
while 
Franpe struggles to»,rebuild her rav- 
ished plants. Hence the French on the 
one hand demand the utter destruc- 
tion of Germany and on the other hand 
demand Germany pay gigantic indem- 
nities. 


The American view is that "to milk 
a cow one must feed her"—If 
Ger- 
many Is to pay, as she must pay, for 
the horror sJie has wrought, her Indus- 
tries must start. 


It Is a dilemma—and the end is not 
yet in sight.
